TURKISH STORY OF 
KIRK KILISSE FIGHT 
MINIMIZES DEFEAT 


(By the United Press) 

CONSTANTINOPLE—Heavy reinforce- 
ments were being despatched from here 
today to the Turkish main army on the 
Erkene river bank, about 95 miles nearly 
due west of here. 

The Kirk Kilisse fight was not spoken 
of here as a “Surkish defeat, but as a 
brilliant rear guard action to cover a 
strategic retreat. 

It was not considered possible, Turkish 
military men said, to hold Kirk Kiliese 
against the Bulgarians’ superior force, 
but the garrison there was larger than 
the war office wished to lose by surren- 
der, nor was it deemed safe to expose it 
to attack in the open during retreat, by 
the advancing Bulgarian army. 

All but a division and a half of the 
Turks in the city were accordingly with- 
drawn under cover of darkness after the 
first day’s fighting, according to the 
Turkish version, and the small remain- 
ing force was left under orders to detain 
the invaders while the main body made 
good its retreat. 

That most of the Kirk Kilisse rear 
guard were killed or captured was ad- 
mitted. 


DR. SUN YAT SEN 
WANTS OPEN DOOR

SHANGHAI—Commenting upon a re- 
port that General Huang Hsin will soon 
be sent to enlist foreign financial support 
in opening Chinese mines, former Presi- 
dent Sun Yat Sen, head of the national 
railroad development scheme said today:

This reconnaissance was made in 
such force that it constituted the 
practical abandonment of the origi- 
nal scheme of defense. The Turks 
found the Bulgarians in greater 
strength than they imagined and 
were defeated. The attack on 
Kirk Kilisse, followed before they 
could recover themselves. When 
the moment came for the field 
army to be used effectively against 
the assailants the field army had 
already been beaten and Kirk 
Kilisse was carried. 

The defeat was more severe 
probably than either side have yet 
admitted and it has necessitated the 
complete change of Nazim Pasha’s 
plans. What he has apparently 
done has been to retire south of the 
Ergene. The country here is diffi- 
cult and he seems to have estab- 
lished himself on the south bank 
of the river, his flank resting on 
the village of Usum Kapru, protect- 
ed by morasses in the fork of the 
junction of the Ergene with the 
Maritza. His right flank must rest 
some 40 miles away at a point

THE wisest managers of public service cor- 
| porations know very well that it does not 
| always pay them to go to the full length of 
| their legal rights in dealing with the people 
i | from whom these rights are _ derived. 
1 Whether the corporation has a franchise for 
| ten years or twenty years or fifty years, the 
time is certain to come around when it will 
be well for it if it be on good terms with the 
public. Sometimes, the time comes around 
when by being on good terms with the public it might be able, as in 
the case under consideration now, to do a good turn for another 
corporation. 

The present story does not take long in the telling. All street 
railways in the province of Alberta are municipally owned. They 
are so because street railways privately owned in the older provinces 
did not give public satisfaction. Medicine Hat is a municipal owner- 
ship town. It operates successfully its natural gas, electric and water 
plants. Those who have knowledge of Medicine Hat only through 
the weather reports do not know the place. It is one of the progres- 
sive towns of the Canadian west. It has over 10,000 inhabitants; 
it will soon have 15,000 at its present rate of growth. It promises 
to be a very considerable community. A private traction company 
seeks entrance to it, and Medicine Hat is hesitating. While hesitat- 
ing, one of its citizens writes for information and advice to Toronto, 
and obtains something to this general effect: Toronto has a private 
street railway chartered over half a century ago. Under its present 
franchise, granted in 1891, it appears upon a strict interpretation of 
the law to have the right to limit its lines to the boundaries of the 
city at that time. At all events, 1t has contended and it has succeeded 
In maintaining that it is not legally bound to extend its tracks with 
the growth of the city and the extension of the municipal boundaries.

We wonder, 
hat is, that corporations: dealing with the public, and knowing so 
“ell the public temper in these days, should not know better than to 
antagonize it. Corporations that are not more mindtul of their 
obligations to the people should not complain because the municipal 
ownership movement 1s gaining headway. 
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THE list of donations to educational institu- 
tions made by the general education board 
this year seems to indicate partial conversion 
of. that powerful supervisory body to the 
belief that aid should be given in the future 
to colleges with a practical and vocational 
inission rather than to those of the more cul- 
tural type. If this is a correct inference, then 
the significance of the fact needs to be under- 
stood. Through its power of the purse, 
through its live capital obtainable only by complying with imposed 
conditions, this corporation deriving its funds from donations by 
John D. Rockefeller already has had a powerful effect upon institu- 
tions of learning throughout the country, and often in ways beyond 
criticisin. The finances, administrative methods and collegiate ideals 
of schools and colleges have been standardized and made more hon- 
est and intelligible, with results wholly beneficial to such of them as 
were worthy to live, and illuminating to all prospective private donors 
coming after the general education board's probe. Universities that 
were only colleges, colleges that were only preparatory schools, have 
been forced to tell the truth in their catalogues. ‘rust funds that 
were being spent to pay running expenses instead of being reserved 
as endowment and used in the form of interest, have been restored 
to their rightful status. On every hand there has been a toning up 
of academic administration in order to meet reasonable conditions 
of honor and integrity imposed by the board's agents. No applicant 
for aid, however old or honored or entrenched in popular esteem, 
has been able to assume that it needed no investigation prior to receipt 
of the help it sought. So far so gor cd. 

But such concentration of power, through the purse, has its other 
side, when a small group of men resident in or about New York city, 
determine arbitrarily whether new colleges shall or shall not be 
started in southern or western fields, and how they shall be managed 
and supported if established.

om ——— to pay round prices could not be made profit- 
able. He was unable to understand why fruit that found such uni- 
versal and ready sale should not return comfortable profits to the 
orchardist. This was because he did not understand the problem of 
distribution. Every peach raised in Georgia last year could have 
found a purchaser in the United States if the peach and the purchaser 
could only have been brought together. As matters stood, however, 
thousands of bushels of peaches were left to rot in the orchard 
referred to because of the inability of the owners to get them to 
market expeditiously and cheaply. 
This wds not simply one season’s experience. It was not one 
orchard’s experience only. For at least fifteen years the peach-rais- 


ers of Georgia have complained that when their crops were good the 
railway service has been poor. The losses they have suffered when 
the crates of peaches have been ready for shipment and awaiting the 
arrival of cars—when the markets have been literally shouting for 
their product and more than willing to pay good prices—have been 
cruel and discouraging. Only those who have seen their crops ripen 
into bountiful harvest to be destroyed through the inefficiency of 
human agencies can appreciate the pathetic side of Georgia fruit 
farming. 

A correspondent in western Michigan writes the Minneapolis 
Tribune that alfalfa is rapidly displacing fruit and will annihilate 
the industry in that section, the reason being that for some time past 
the method of fruit distribution has been of such a character as to 
be ruinous to the cultivators. If the change in crops proves profit- 
able to the farmers of western Michigan, it is not unlikely that a 
similar course will be followed in other fruit-raising sections, with 
the result, of course, of cutting down production in one particular 
and increasing it in another. Whether in the long run this would 
prove beneficial, there is no present means of knowing. Alfalfa and 
other crops that might be substituted for fruits are hardier, need 
not be moved so rapidly, and find a market extending over a longer 
period of time. On the other hand, it will always be necessary that 
a great volume of perishable products must be grown and handled 
and transported annually, and the mere fact that many farmers may 
leave this field and enter another will not contribute toward solving 
the real problem. Perishable fruits and vegetables must be raised ; 
it is.as desirable as it is necessary that they shall be raised. If raised 
they must be moved. A system that fails to move any of the crops 
to such a degree that the things that are grown decay on the trees 
or bushes or ground for lack of transportation facilities, is really 
what stands in need of change. Alfalfa has its good qualities, but 
the farmers who can raise fruit, and who could make an independent 
living in the raising of it, if the distribution service were improved, 
should not be driven from fruit culture simply because those respon- 
sible for the distribution service are not adjusting it to the needs of 
the country and the times.

They have 
presented it, so it is alleged, as an instrument for the promotion of 
collectivism. Through single tax, they are reported saying, collec- 
tive ownership of all lands will be inevitable. “When the Socialists 
eet in control of thé government,’ Emil Seidel, Socialist candidate 
for the vice-presidency, is credited with declaring in his speeches, 
“we will take all the farming land in the country and place it under 
the control of the government. We will either confiscate all the land 
or we will tax it to its full value and thus force every land-owner to 
turn his acres over to the state.” 

Whatever the motives of the Socialists in involving the single 
tax in their theories of government, they have succeeded in creating 
a stampede among the Missouri farmers, that seemingly cannot now 
be checked. <A too progressive radicalism may have worked to stay 
for vears in this country a trial of the Henry George system on a 
large scale. The great body of single taxers do not believe that the 
land tax would work out as the Socialists predict; it has been demon- 
strated where tested that the land tax makes for the strengthening of 
individual effort and the increase of individual reward, so far as tlie 
producer is concerned. But in the face of the Missouri situation 
there is nothing left for the followers of “Progress and Poverty’ to 
do. in Missouri at least, but to keep up the work of education and 
trust to an ultimate public understanding of the subject of equitable 
taxation that cannot be upset by the mistakes of friends or the mis- 
representations of enemies.

P: J. Cardin, the Liberal member-elect in the 
Richelieu district, and although he was 
reelected by a decreased majority, the fact 
that he won at all, in the face of the concentration of Conservative 
forces behind E. A. D. Morgan, appears to give the opposition 
immense satisfaction and renewed courage. It will be the govern- 
ment’s task, of course, to minimize the effect of this defeat, just as 
it will be the task of the Liberals to attach to it all the importance 
possible. The Toronto Globe says that the Liberal victory will 
undoubtedly have a great influence on Canadian public opinion, and 
that it will have an effect more significant and enduring than the 
memorable defeat of the Liberals by the Nationals two years ago in 
Drummond and Athabaska. It is held by our contemporary that 
the issue in both cases was the same, while the results were diametri- 
cally opposite. 

There is altogether a friendly ahd a wholtsome interest in 
Canadian politics on the American side of the line at present. The 
offer made of reciprocity by the United States and rejected by the 
Dominion, notwithstanding efforts made looking to its withdrawal, 
still holds good. It took forty years and more to get such an agree- 
ment through Congress, and the’ American people who often refused 
it to their neighbors are now indisposed to withdraw it, perhaps never 
to renew it, simply because thesé neighbors have once rejected it. 
While this agreement remains pending it is safe to say that every 
turn in Canadian politics will be secondary only to hame politics on 
the American side of the line. There is no desire in any quarter in 
the United States to meddle in the affairs of the Dominion; it is 
impossible altogether to conceal the fact, however, that there are 
many thousands of people in the United States, as there are in Can- 
ada; who would like to see complete freedom of commercial inter- 
course between the two nations.
